A tentative plan for an East River 
shore front drive, extending. three 
and one-half miles from South Street 
at Corlears Hook Park .to Fifty- 
fourth Street at Avenue A, has been 
submitted to the Board of Estimate, 
Borough President Julius Miller of 
Manhattan announced yesterday. The 
cost of the new drive, to be con-. 
structed in large part on land to be 
filled in, is estimated at $9,000,000, 
but Mr. Miller expects the city’s 
share to be only $4,000,000, the re- 
maining expense. to be borne by 
private land owners by yirtue of! 
special water grant clauses in the’ 
deeds under which they hold title. 

The proposed plan is regarded as 
of special importance by Mr. Miller 
because it is designed to create a 
new traffic artery on the east side 
of Manhattan, to beautify a long 
stretch of river front now in an un- 
sightly condition and to reclaim for 


private development large areas of | 


land now under water, The borough 
engineers have already made a tenta- 
tive plan to connec the new high- 
way with the proposed west side 
express highway, via South Street 
and a special crossover at the 
Battery. 
Like Victoria Embankment. ; 

Preliminary plans for the new high- 
way, which has been designated as 
the East River Drive, call for its 
construction along the lines of the 
famous Victoria Embankment along 
the Thames in London. A spacious 
masonry wall will support the outer 
edge of the drive and a shady -tree 
belt is planned for the inner edge, 
where there will be a roomy walk 
for pedestrians. Mr. Miller said yes- 
terdey that this type of waterfront 
drive is expected to assure the erec- 
tion of structures of the best type 
along the line of the new highway. 

In planning the-west side express 
highway the borough engineers dis- 
covered the existence. of water grant 
rights in old deeds of private prop- 
erty. Mr. Miller caused a thorough 
search of land titles to be made and 
found that when the city deeded 
waterfront land to private owners 
many years ago—for purely nominal 
sums—reservations were included in

Worms and Wittenburg and from 
this silent man of Doorn’? were the 
words of the clergyman, who later 
admitted that the theme was chosen 
by Wilhelm himself, 


Kaiser Repeats Peace Statement. 


Following this, the former Kaiser, | 
through his official spokesman, Gen- | 
eral Baron Ulrich von Sell, who in: 


daily life occupies an office in Berlin 
where he keeps the cash and books 
of the Hohenzollern family, outlined 
his position as an apostle of peace. 
“From: the moment of my first 
speech from the throne in 1888,” 
said Baron von Sell, quoting Wilhelm 
from a typed manuscript, ‘‘I have 
struggled for peace. Consider the 
many difficult moments of history 
when Germany could have upset the 
equilibrium. but - refrained—at the 
time of the Fashoda incident, the 
Bosnis-Herzegovina troubles, the

My dear Senator: 

As a member.of the executive 
committee of the National Crime 
Commission, I have followed with 
great interest the investigations 
made by our standing subcom- 
mittee under Governor Lowden on 
the general structure of our ma- 
chinery for the detection and ap- 
prehension of criminals, and par- 
ticularly the report made to that 
commission by Professor Louis N. 
Robinson, the committee’s expert 
on penolog:, after an investigation 
of penal methods and police ma- 
chinery in other countries. 

In this report Governor Lowden’s 
committee calls attention to the 
handicaps under which rural com- 
munities labor in handling the 
erime problem. In thinly settled 
districts, whatever’ the compara- 
tive percentage of serious crimes 
may be as compared to cities, the 
actual number of murders and 
cases of robberies: with violence 
are, of course, comparatively rare, 
and the establishment of large and 
expensive police agencies, such as 
are required in our cities, is eco- 
nomic: + out of the questi. 2. 

New York, of course, has met 
this problem to a great extent by 
the establishmen: of a State Po- 
lice, of whose splendid record we 
are all justly proud. There re- 
mains, however, one other very im- 

rtant function whose value is be- 
ng increasingly realized in’ every 
country and which should not be 
properly. laid upon a force primaril 
designated to apprehend criminals 
and preserve order where there is 
no adequate. police. protection.,. I 
refer now to the detection. of a 
criminal in those cases where he is 
not caught redhanded in the act.

I do not. think the. public realizes 
how rapidly this is becoming an al- 
most exact science as, contrasted 
with the hit-and-miss methods of a 
few years ago.

Commander Rosendahl Discloses

LIBRARY NEAR- COMPLETION. 


University of Rochester’s Building 
Will Hold Million: Books. 


- ROGHESTER, N. Y., Jan..27 @).— 
The new . $1,500,000 library .of the 
University of Rochester is nearing 
completion and will have a capacity 
of 1,000,000 volumes, with extensions 
for an additional 1,000,000. It is said 
to be one of the most fully equipped 
university libraries in this country. 

The building will have four floors. 
with a book tower of nineteen levels, 
188 feet high, adjoining it. Eleven 
levels in the tower will have a capac- 
ity of 45,000: volumes each, and seven 
circular stacks will hold 22,000 each. 
With the extra space supplied by the 
basement, the tower section will ac- 
commodate 1,000,000 volumes. 

The main part of the building will 
have payee rooms for special 
courses, faculty and seminary libra- 
ries, browsing rooms, general refer- 
ence rooms and stack rooms with a 
capacity of more than 50,000 volumes. 

It is planned, according to Donald 
B. Gilchrist, librarian of the univer- 
sity, to move practically all the vol- 
umes in the present library to the 
new building on the Oak Hill campus 
and to purchase a new stock of 75,000 
books for the Women’s College li- 
brary, the ‘present university library, 
which contains 130,000 books.

The message, addressed to the com- 
mander of the Mojave, was in reply 
to one sent earlier by the Mojave 
requesting the Silver Maple to keep 
the Mojave informed as to’ her posi- 
tion. .It-read: .. 
**Position at 5 .P..M. 36.00 north, 
57.34 west. Weather, fresh north-|;

Radio compasses, with which both 
the Tampa and Mojave are equipped, 
and which have proved their effi- 
ciency in locating other. stricken 
vessels recently, will be used in locat- 
ing the Silver Maple if she has drifted 
ar. 

This afternoon the Mojave, which 
is about sixty miles ead of the 
Tampa, radioed the Silver Maple, 
asking her to keep the Coast Guard 
vesse informed of her position. 
[The message intercepted .at. the 
Nahant station was evidently in re- 
ply to this request.] 

Both the Tampa and the Mojave 
were maintaining their relative ‘posi- 
oy with a speed of about fourteen

Madrid’s Persistence in Tsing-tao 
Province Disturbs Amicable 
Relations.

PEKING, Jan. 2,—Amicable : rela- 
tions between Spain and thé Nanking 
Government have been disturbed by 
Spain’s persistence in trying to re- 
cruit 20,000. codlie laborers’ for long 
terms of indentured service on the 
Island of Fernando Po, West Africa, 
after Nanking had ordered the re- 
cruiting stopped. 

The first recruiting office was 
opened in Peking, where advertise- 
merits were put out for 20,000 work- 
ers, Men, women. and children more 
than 14 years of age. The Peking 
munioinalityy ordered the agen of 


‘|the recruiting office, and the Spanish 


Legation thereupon ‘appealed to Nan- 
king, which seconded the action of 
the Peking authorities. 

When Nanking refused to sanction 
offices 
were opened in Tsing-tao. ~ It so. ha 
pened that at that thee Tune tee did 
not fly the Nationalist flag—it was 
not hoisted there until three days ago 
—but the old five-barred flag of ‘Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-lin. The presence 
of Japanese nF in Tsing-tao has 
enabled. the old Northern régime to 
hold onto office. 

The Nanking Government sent a 
telegram of protest to the Governor 
of Tsing-tao and ordered him to stop 
the _ recruiting, but Governor .Chao 
Chi replied that the terms offered 
were very attractive, that. Tsing-tao 
and indeed all of Shantung Province 
were overrun with unemployed and 
famine sufferers, and that he would 
use his own judgment. 

The upshot of this dispute has been 
that Governor Chao Chi has refused 
to permit the recruiting of women 
and children but has sanctioned the 
indenture of 2,000 men. A ship has 
already sailed from Tsin carry- 
ing these laborers, and with them go 
two official investigators. If they 
report back that the first 2,000 are 
well used and that the climate is not 
unhealthful, 18,000 men, women and 
children will be permitted to follow 
them. 

The pa y and terms offered are ex- 
ceptionally attractive. Adult males 
are to receive $10 gold a month, wo- 
$5 gold, and children more than 
12 years of age $2.50 a month, the 
wage advancing $1 per month with 
every additional year for males and 
50 cents for females. 

The term of indenture is for five 
years. No transportation charges are 
to be deducted and if when the term 
of service ends the Chinese wish to 
return home they may do so. If they 
wish to remain in Fernando Po each 
will receive a homestead of 100 acres 
of land without charges and be tax 
free for thirty years. 

How attractive this proposition 
sounds to a Shantung peasant may 
be judged from the fact that $10 gold 
is now worth $21.30 Mex and that

“IT am very much interested in the 
American - aeronautical industry,”

desire especially to visit your engine 
factories. - This is my first visit to 

merica and I am: ‘going to try to 
see as much as FT can:in the few 
weeks that Iwill be here.” 

Fifty-Ton Ship Being Built. 

While the fifteen-ton:-Superwal is 
the largest flying boat he has built 
to date in the Dornter:= works in 
Switzerland, there is under construc- 
tion a craft more than twice as large. 
Dr. Dornier ‘is planning’ this plane 
for a transatlantic flight some time 
this year. — 

Fully loaded it will weigh more 
than fifty tons; of which 55,000 
pounds will be useful load. 

Its twelve motors, Bristol Jupiters, 
built in England, will develop 6,000 
horsepower. The span of its great 
wing: exceeds 164 feet, and its. hull 
and fuselage is 147 feet long. The 
wing, built entirely of metal, with 
heavy duralumin girders, is 4 feet 
thick, with a chord or width of 36 
feet.

WILL SPEND $30,000,000 
ON MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


Flood Control Board Plans Spill- 
way Projects Near New 
Orleans. and Cairo. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (P),.— 
Preparation of projects for Missis- 
sippi River flood control for the year 
beginning July 1 was announced by 
the. flood control board today to 
have been formulated upon the basis 
of an expenditure. of $30,000,000, as 
provided in the War Department ap- 
propriation bill, 

Acquirement of necessary rights of 
way for floodways and spillways is 
being ‘planned so that the work may 
be pushed. Condemnation proceed- 
ings are being started for the levees 
and spillways near New Orleans and 
for the levee on the west side of the 
floodway opposite Cairo, Ill. The 
board expects these rights of way to 
be obtained at an early date and that 
actual work on these spillways will 
start promptly. 

Work under the present fiscal 
year’s program has been carried out 
principally along the main river, 
where rights of way were available. 
Levee building and bank revetment 
are progressing at a_ satisfactory 
rate, the board reported, and will re- 
quire the expenditure. by June 30 of 
the $24,000, appropriated for that 
purpose. 

The rapid execution of levee build- 
ing last Summer, the board said, had 
been effected because the board was 
able to reach its conclusions prompt- 
ly, as it had before it all the data 
that had been prepared by the board 
on reservoir possibilities, as. well .as 
by the Mississippi River.Commission 
during its forty-eight years of exist- 
ence, Surveys by the commission and 
by local .interests. for drainage and 
reclamation purposes covered practi- 
cally every foot of; the-alluvial valley. 

In the upper -river, in. addition to 
levee raising and enl ng, much 
revetment work is being done to 
stabilize the banks. for the purpose 
of aiding navigation and preventing 
the caving of levees into the river. 
About $11,000,000 is being spent this 
year for such work. 'The navigabie 
channel ‘of the “Mississippi. is being 
kept at project depth -by® dredging. 
‘Next year-contraction ‘work will be 
constructed to reduce dredging.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—William 
Creen, president. of the American 
Federation of Labor, today assailed 
Brookwood Labor College of Kato- 
nah, N.-Y., as ‘being hostile to trace 
unionism and undeserving of the 
support of labor .unions, his: critic- 
isms coming in a prepared statement, 
issuec through the. federation’s in- 
formation and publicity service. 

Referring to the action ofthe exec- 
utive counci! of the federation last 
Summer respecting the college, Mr 
Green sald: .. 

“The executive council of the 
American Tederation of Labor did 
that which it had a.perfect and un- 
questioned right to.do when it offi- 
cially advise affiliated organiza- 
tions to withhold financial support 
from Brookwood College. it would 
have veen derelict in its duty if it 
hac failed to do so when it was 
convinced that such action was both 
justifiable and necessary.”’ 

Mr. Green said that ‘irrefutable 
evidence had been fcund that the 


council’s charges were far short of! 


the real conditions at the institu- 
tion.”’

CONSTANT NEED IS CITED 

Tribute is Paid to Governor Smith’s 

' Ctpport in Report to Com- 
missioner Parsons. 


THIELLS, ‘N. Y., Jan. 27.—Prompt 
ceempietion of Letchworth Village, a 
State school for the care and devel- 
opment of backward children, is 
ufzed in the twentieth annual report 
of the’ board of visitors of the insti- 
tuticn submitted to Dr. Frederick W. 
Pa=sons, commissioner of the Depart- 
ment. of Mental Hygient at.Albany. 

The institution now has 2,800 beds, 
according to the report, with .700 
béds, still to be provided. Of the lat- 
ter, 300 will be in the adult male 
group and 400 in the infirm male 
group. With the eréction of these 
buildings the six main units of the 
village will bo curtplete. 

"The board of vicitors believes that 
the pressing needs for beds can be 
supplied more quickly and more 
clHeaply at Letchworth than 
where,” the report says. ‘The pres- 
sure for beds, which is constant; will 
provide necessary stimulus to make 
appropriations for these purposes. 

“Not only will the added. popula- 
tion be cared for here at a lower ac- 
tun! cost than in any other way or 
at.any other place, but the provision 
of these facilities and the increase in 
the population will again reduce the 
per capita cost of maintenance on 
the basis of the completed : village, 
which has been planned to care for 


3,500 children and permit the full use’ 


of-the facilities already provided.” 

The visitors submitting the report 
include Judge Mortimer B. Patter- 
son, Franklin B. ‘Kirkbride, Mrs. 
Mary -W. Harriman, Mrs. Mabel T. 
Filor, James H. Morrissey and Mary 
E. Davidson. The other member 
of: the board of visitors, Oscar E. 
Reynolds, died on Dec. 14. 

“Established during the adminis- 
tration of Governor Hughes,” the re- 
port adds, ‘‘developed under the ad- 
ministrations which followed, Letch- 
worth Village owes its greatest debt 
of gratitude to Governor Alfred E. 
Smith, whose enlightened policies, 
generous and unflagging support has 
brought. it to its present advanced 
state of development—within measur- 
able distance of completion. 

“To Commissioner Frederick W. 
Parsons continued thanks are due 
for support which is valued highly, 
for effective help in connection with 
the development of the village, and 
for a human interest in the welfare 
of children, officers and staff, which 
has-done much to make possible .ad- 
vancing standards of education, care, 
training and scientific research.’ 

The institution was named after 
the late William Pryor Letchworth

“From small beginnings Letch- 
worth Village has grown to its pres- 
ent size, It has blazed new trails 


and set new standards. Many of.the 
ideals which were in advance of pub- 
lic.opinion twenty years ago are now 
accepted generally. If Letchworih 
Village is to hold’ and deserve ita 
pre-eminent position it must continuc 


to lead and work constructively. It| 


is not a State custedial asylum. It 
is a. school and faborators devoted 


to the betterment of the human race.. 


The period of physical development 
of the village is nearing a close. 
Two decades have passed. The dec-

‘‘Phe State of New York occupies 
a proud position in connection with 
humanitarian endeavor, Her public 
institutions for the care ard treat- 
ment of the insane and for the care, 
training and education of the feeble- 
‘minded, under able executive leader- 
ship, administered by a capable and 
devoted body of professional men 
and women, is one of the glories of 
our democracy. 

“The public purse is gladly opened 
to provide’ every “advance which 
progress in medical knowledge makes 
possible. Public health and menta! 
hygiene are recognized as outside the 
field of partisan politics and are the 
keystone in the arch of race conser- 
vation and progress. 

“The reorganization of the State 
government, with the grouping of 
activities and’ creation of a limited 
number of departments under re- 
sponsible executive control, finally 
centralizing in the Governor, is in 
line with modern ideas, and undoubt- 
edly ‘this centralization of yong 
and responsibility makes for effi- 
cient administration.

The report calls attention to the re- 
search and educational ‘work done in 
the institution’s laboratory, which 
was originally established through 
the efforts of: Mrs. E,.H. Harriman. 
and later incorporated as a part of 
the State service. 

During the last year, the corner- 
stones of four new buildings were 
laid—the. attendants’ home, the ser- 
vice building and two dormitories of 
the adult male group. Construction 
is still in progress. The attendants’ 
home of the infirm female group, 
the additions to the laundry and 
storehouse have been completed and 
put in use. 

A warm tribute is paid to the ser- 
vices of Dr. Charles 8. Little, who 
has been superintendent of the insti- 
tution from the beginning.

Russell Sage Report Says This 
Method of Paying Issuers Canses 
. Evasions of Law. 





| Marriage laws are often being 
cvaded today because of the ‘‘com- 
imercializing’’ of the issuing of mar- 
tiage licenses, it was found in»a 
study of the functioning of the-10;000 
marriage license issuers’ in the 
United States, made by the Russell 
Sage Foundation. The findings were 
nade public yesterday. 

In many States, the report declares, 
the remuneration of the person is- 
suing the licenses is wholly or partly 
dcpendent upon the number: of 1i- 
censes issued. As a result, there is 
a generai reluctance to challenge 
statements made by. applicants. 
| The report, which was prepared 
|by Mary EB. Richmond and Fred 8. 
Hall, and which is based upon visits 
to ninety-six cities and towns in 
thirty states, adds that some issuers 
,Of marriage licenses were found who 
| recognized their heavy responsibility 
and discharged it faithfully. Verifi- 
cation of doubiful statements made 
by the applicants was required by 
this group, and one instance is re- 
vorted where the issuing officie) 
tracked down a rumor that an ap- 
plicant had a wife living in Ruasix, 
and thereby prevented a bigamous 
marriage. 

The report lists ten suggestions to 
officials issuing licenses, which urge 
that all candidates be required io 
appear in person, and thereafter ihe.- 
any doubtful statements be invesi: 
|; gated, that candidates be carefuli, 
informed oi provisions of the maz 
riage laws, and that the officials 
themselves be careful to accept ne 
gratuities.

UST what the Singhase-Horieen régime means in 
Harvard athletics can be gleaned in part at least 
by reading the following excerpt taken from the 

Harvard A. A. News report of a speech by Bill Bing- 
ham: 

“If our only concern is with intercollegiate teams, 
we are meeting only a small part of our responsibility. 
On the other hand, we know that the mainspring of 
any intramural program is a successful intercollegiate 
program. Consequently, with our second teams, class 
teams, freshman teams, dormitory teams and fra- 
ternity teams we are trying to-give each one of them 
a schedule with an objective. For example: this Fall 
we played Yale five different football games—the 
varsity, second varsity, freshman and two of the class 
teams that tied for the championship. 

“We outfit the substitutes of a class team with the 
same equipment given to our varsity players. We 
give them the same medical treatment, and every boy 
in Harvard who wants to play football, even though 
he be ineligible to represent the university, can find 
a team to play on. Our problem is to provide exercise 
for undergraduates and the members of the graduate 
schools who can use our facilities, but in addition to 
this we feel that the exercise should be recreation also. 


On College Spirit. 


“Now, all of this interferes with the indefinite some- 
thing that the newspapers like to call ‘spfrit.’ Con- 
sequently, last. Fall when we opened our gates and 
allowed students to come in to secret practice, there 
were less than fifty boys who were interested enough 
to watch the varsity team practice. To some this 
meant that the good old Harvard spirit had gone; that 
the students were indifferent to the success of the 
varsity team. 

“It so happened that on that day I went to the top 
of the Stadium and saw five football fields in use, two 
soccer fields, a lacrosse field, Fall baseball, sixty-seven 
tennis courts, the running track and several crews 
rowing up and down the river. Which is to be pre- 
ferred—the good old Harvard spirit where a thousand 
or more yell their lungs out to watch a few men scrim- 
mage, or a few going in to watch a scrimmage while

Dancer Was Genuine Theatrical 
Power and a Fascinating 
. Personality. 





If Helba Huara, the .Peruvian 
dancer who made her concert’ début 
at the Guild Theatre last night, was 
aiming. at. sensationalism.in her per- 
formance, she can be pronounced un- 
resérvedly successful; She has as- 
sumed a deliberate ugliness of style 
which cannot be justified on any 
ground of esthetic vitality, for it 
masks a shallow intention. That it 
produces an effect, however, cannot 
be denied—an. effect. as. of a fervid 
nightmare. This is in no sense de- 
rogatory to Mme. Huara, for it is 
obviously, even obtrusively, declarea 
to be her purpose. with every move- 
ment of her body and every click of 
her castanets. Be ts : 

In her first. number, one of a 
“Trilogy of Impassioned Moods,’’ the 
dancer reached practically the sum- 
mit of her capabilities and exposed 
in effect the sum .total of her means. 
If.she were a less -fascinating per- 
sonality, this would ‘have been the 
ruin of her program, but her mor- 
bid, neurotic style is of such an in- 
tensity that the eye is held in spite 
of the inclination to look away. Her 
work is less dancing than dramatic 
pantomime of a weird character. 
Sometimes passages proved keenly 
telling, as in thé ‘‘Grotesque’’ and 


a great deal of fury,-a great deal of 


accomplishment: _. 

The program closed. with a group 
of Inca dances, the archeological 
value of which is:open to question, 
in view of Mme. Huara’s departure 
from the strictest accuracy in con- 
temporaneous matters.

Slow, sentimental passages are, un- 
fortunately, all too frequent in “Sins 
of the. Fathers,’ Emil Jannings’s 
latest pictorial contribution, the: 
story of which: virtually belongs to 
the sanie’ mold as ‘‘The Way of All 
Flesh.” “While in a number of re- 
spects this attraction is admirably 
produced and studiously acted, it is 
quite evident that. Ludwig Berger, 
the director, has.:not succeeded ‘in 
guiding Mr, Jannings with that well- 
measured. restraiit obtained by 
Ernst Lubitsch’ in ‘The Patriot,” 
and by Josef ‘Sternber, ' in‘a Jesser 
degree,. in “The Last Command.’ 
It is true.that these narratives-had 
more ‘strength than the present tale, 
but it is nevertheless surprising that 
those concerned in the making of 
this film did not appreciate when 
pathos becomes. bathos and tears 
become -tedious. 

Another weak feature of this ete: 
ture is ‘the: steddy absence of sub- 
tlety.. The-director, apparently fear- 
ful lest a point be missed, invariably 
stresses the action most painfully. 
There are prolonged sequences de- 
picting Wilhelm Spengler’s devotion 
to his son and then: there are others 
dealing with Mrs. Spengler’s fits of 
coughing. In. .somé ways Spengler 
is an uncouth fool. He is selfish and 
thoughtless: regarding his wife and 
daughter, but he is devoted to his 
boy from the time the child is born, 
incidentally in the first chapter. 

At the outset one can’t help but 
be struck by the clever detail, which 
holds out great promise for the pro- 
duction as a whole. 

There is the bustle and hustle be- 
hind the scenes in a big hotel, with 
flashes of the kitchen and waiters 
parading with dishes. Soon a famil- 
jar back is perceived. It is that of 
Mr. Jannings, who, as Spengler, is 
a competent waiter. Spengler is serv- 
ing a favored varty, when h’s col- 
league, Gus, whispers in his ¢-v that 
eae ; iaaao has me the 
mother of a baby boy. Spengler, in 
thinking of the infant, lets a dish 
slant so that the gravy pours on the 
immaculate raiment of a lady in 
white and he is forthwith dismissed 
by the maitre d’hotel. 

Spengier’s jubilation is slightly 
subdued hy the incident, but his spir- 
its are soon revived when he reaches 
home, where he proceeds to take the 
chiJd on a «3 and hold it as he 
had the dis ' terminated in dis- 


aster 

The time lapses are adroitly 
evolved, and soon Spengler is beheld 
as the owner of a se!oon and u- 
rant. During this period, Spengler 
goes to a waiters’ ball, where he 
sings an aria from “Der Trompeter 
von Saekingham.’’ This song is 
heard through the innovation of 
sound. It is particularly well syn- 
chronized, but it happens to be in- 
tended only as an artless saloon- 
keeper’s idea of melody, which 
elicits wild hilarity from Gretta, 
Gus’s inamorata. Gretta, played by 
Ruth Chatterton, after listening to 
Gus, decides to set her cap at Speng- 
ler, which results later in a none too 
pleasant scene and Mrs. Spengler’s 
sudden death. 

Mr. Berger has taken advantage of 
the opportunities offered by the last 
wet night in the country. He shows 
the wild gathering in Spengler’s 
place on the night prohibition be- 
comes effective and the eagerness of 
patrons to buy bottles of whisky and 
gin just before the clock strikes 12. 

It is following a suggestion from 
Gus that Spengler becomes a boot- 
legger and amasses great wealth. 
Poisonous whisky is sold ‘through the 
avaricious Gus’s instrumentality and 


one night Tom, Spengier’s idolized | 


son, returns from college. Spengler 
has married the gold-digging Gretta 
and turned his daughter, Mary, out 
of his home. The bootlegger now 
lives in a palatial dwelling. The 
table is laid for three, but suddenly 
the new Mrs. Spengler announces 
that she is going out for.the evening, 


and Tom, a few minutes later, tells |' 


his devoted father that he is dining: 
with society people—the sort Spengler 
wanted him to meet. So old Spengler 
is forced to sit alone at his table, and 
when Tom returns the father is 
shocked to see his son intoxicated, 
brandishing a bottle of the liquor 
from which he, Spengler, had 
amassed a fortune. 

Subsequently the old man _ is 
crushed by the knowledge that his 
son has lost his sight. Spengler is 
sent to prison, where once again he 
officiates as a waiter, spooning out 
stew to the other convicts. ears 
later he encounters his blind. son, 
who has been cared for by his sister 
and her husband. And so there is 
comparative happiness. 

This film is twenty-five years or 
more of Spengler’s life. 

Miss Chatterton does well as the 
harsh, loud, calculating Gretta. Mr. 
Jannings plays as cleverly and then 
also with that unnatural slowness 
he did in ‘“‘The Way of All Flesh. 
Barry Norton tackles a réle beyond 
him in playing Tom: ° Zasu Pitts is 
splendid as the first Mrs. Spengler. 
Matthew Betz and Jack Luden give 
capable performances.

- A TEST FOR EQUITY. 

Judge COLEMAN, who has issued a 
temporary injunction restraining the 
Actors’ Equity Association from en- 
forcing its new rules for agents in 
the business of getting jobs for 
actors, may look like a dragon at- 
tacking the noblest champion that 
the theatre has today. But his 
decision, far from being a blow at 
Equity, is in reality one of the best 
things that could have happened to 
it just now. Whether the injunction 
is made permanent or not, the judge 
has provided the opportunity for a 
test of much more than the one 


point at present involved. The ef- 


fects may be so far-reaching that 
producers, playwrights, ticket . bro- 
kers and even we who buy seats will 
be benefited. 

Just now, the only question is 


whether Equity is- within its legal 


rights in regulating the fees charged 
by agents or personal ‘representa- 
tives of actors. Last September it 
forbade its. members to deal with 
such persons unless they had heen 
licensed by Equity. It would not 
license an agent who refused to 
make all contracts with actors on 
the basis of a uniform fee. This 
rule applies to old agreements, 
which had to be altered to meet the 
new conditions.

THE PUEBLO INDIANS. 


Their Needs Not Fully Covered in. 
the Pending Bill. 
To the Editor of The New Yort Times: 

I have been actively concerned in 
the welfare of the American Indian, 
and ‘more particularly in the protec- 
tion of the Pueblo Indians of New 
Mexico, since a meeting that was 
held at the Economic Club in 1923. 

By the act of June 17, 1924, the 
Pueblo Land Board was created, with 
appropriations to be made immedi- 
ately available following such recom- 


on file. ‘ 
Up to this date the appropriation 
bills of the Interior Department have 


rights that. have been lost to the 
Pueblo Indians as a result of the 
negligence of the government au- 
thorities in maintaining these rights. 

The Pueblo settlements directly af- 
fected by these damages are the fol- 
lowing: ; ‘ 

Tesuque, Jemez, Santo Domingo, 
Sandia, San Felipe, Taos, Santa Ana 
and Nambe. ‘ 

This action on the part of the In- 
terior Department is in itself most 
gratifying. and must prove. of mate- 
rial importance. ’ , 

At the present moment the urgent 
need in regard to which the several 
associations working. for the .welfare 
of the Indians are again combined 
is for some increase in the appropri- 
ation. I am aware that the bill sub- 
mitted by the present Interior De- 
partment is the most liberal and con- 
structive.measure for the Indian ser- 
vice that has ever been enacted by 
Congress. I believe, nevertheless, 
that it is unwise forthe Budget Bu- 
reau and for Congress to cancél 
health appropriations at.a time when 
tuberculosis and trachoma are still 
a serious menace to the Indians, and 
when in many jurisdictions, where 
the need is urgent, hospital facilities 
and equipment are inadequate. 
Some hospitals already built cannot 
be operated because ‘of lack of funds. 

The school support now allowed for 
needed repairs, necessary equipment 
and a well-balanced diet for the pu- 
pils is seriously inadequate. I con- 
; tend that it is unwise economy to 
| permit any deductions from the esti- 
mates (both original and supplemen- 
tal) which have been submitted by 
the officials of the Indian Bureau. 

I am confident that the American 
people would consider it to be an as- 
sured emergency need; that the 
budget should now transmit to Con- 
gress for consideration in the second 
deficiency appropriation bill a re- 
quest that all the items in their esti- 
mates that had not been allowed by 
the budget should now be taken care 
of.

Advice to people to wash out the 
mouthpiece every day is good, but it 
is overlooked that back of the 
mouthpiece is a large space or well 
between the front of the transmitter 
end the diaphragm, which is a fine 
breeding space for germs, This can- 
not be washed. 

The telephone Company advises 
people to talk with the lips close to 
the mouthpiece. Good advice would 
be to keep the lips away from the 
mouthpiece.

WHY GIRLS‘ LEAVE. HOME}/ 


Family Environment Is Chief Cause, 
Says Official—Twice as Many 


Men as Women Run Off. 


About 97 per cent of the cases 
handled by the Missing Persons 
Bureau of the New York Police. De- 
partment during the past year were 
disposed of, and slightly more than 2 
per cent of the total of 23,047 were 
all that remained unaccounted for at 
the end of the year, according to a 
summary given out at Police Head- 
quarters yesterday. 

The total includes 4,745 cases in 
which persons or authorities from 
other communities appealed to the 
police here. In this group the per- 
centage disposed of was.as high as 
in the local cases, only eighty-eight 
cases remaining unaccounted for. Of 
the 28,047 grand total, 22,420 were 
either located or otherwise disposed 
of. The latter classification includes 
cases where it was discovered the 
person: was not actually missing at 
all.: No cases were dropped, and it 
was explained yesterday that the bu- 
reau never drops a case. 

The work of the bureau was carried 
on by a total force of forty-three, 
working under the direction of Cap- 
tain John H. Ayres. This force in~- 
cludes seven patrolwomen, six pa- 
trolmen, twenty-eight detectives and 
two clerks. : 

“As the figures show,’’ Captain 
Ayres said in commenting on the re- 
port, ‘‘twice as many men as women 
ran away during the year. The fig- 
ures for male runaways, however, 
include very few married men. 

“The peak age for runaways of 
both sexes is fifteen years. We find 
that the chief cause is home environ- 
ment. In a good many cases where 
a young girl grows into womanhood 
in a neighborhood where several 
boarders are lodged with each fam- 
ily she has no privacy, and when 
she does meet an eligible young man 
she is ashamed to bring him home 
on account of conditions there. This 
results in the parents not knowing 
with whom their children are as- 
sociating. 

‘‘Another cause that we have found 
to apply especially to girls whe are 
of foreign parentage is that the chil- 
dren of the family are required by 
the parents to undergo the same dis- 
cipline they were subjected to in the 
old country. The children resent 
having to turn over their vay en- 
velopes intact, and having to take a 
member of the family along as a 
chaperon when they have dates, and 
having to come home by a certain 
hour, This leads to friction, and the 
result is that the children run away 
from home. 

“Of the girls and young men who 
run away from other cities and.come 
to New York for life and adventure, 
either in the business world or on 
the stage or elsewhere, we gener- 
ally find them when their funds 
have run low. I am happy to state, 
however, that in most c2ges the run- 
away does not do anything rash, but 
tries to live a life of independence. 
We locate them, but often they re- 
fuse to go back home.”

ROCKEFELLER TO VISIT 
PALESTINE ANTIQUITIES 


Government te Baild a Road to 
Megiddo Excavation, Which

JERUSALEM, Jan. 27.—Palestine is 
desirous of showing its appreciation 
of the gift of John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
of $2,000,000 for the erection of an 
archaeological museum and his sup- 
port of the Megiddo excavations. 
Mr. Rockefeller is now in Egypt, 
whence he is coming: to Palestine, 
where among other things he will 
visit the Megiddo excavatiors carried 
out by the University of Chicago field 
expedition under the supervision of 
Professor James H. Breasted.

Professor Emeritus of Washington 
University, St. Lovis—Was a 
Lawyer in Young Manhood. 


ST. ‘LOUIS, Jan: 27 UP).—Dr. Ar- 
thur Eugene Ewing, professor emer- 
itus of ophthalmology of Washing- 
ton University, whose researches in 
surgery of the eye are cited as au- 
thoritative, died at his home here last 
night of a paralytic stroke at the age 
of 73. He was active until a few 
days ago. 

He was a member of many socie- 
ties, including the American College 
of Surgeons, the American Academy 
of Ophthalmology and Oto-Laryngol- 
ogy and the American Academy of 
Medicine. He had invented nearly a 
dozen instruments for eye surgery. 
He was a frequent contributor to 
medical journals, as well as being au- 
thor of several books on his specialty. 

Dr. Ewing was born in Cartersville, 
Ga., on April 26, 1855. He was a 
graduate of Dartmouth and St. Louis 
Medical College, and also had studied 
in Germany. 


After finishing his college course, 
Dr. Ewing at first thought of follow- 
ing the law as his profession, and in 
1879 he was admitted to practice at 
the bar of Alabama.

Sale of His Library Won't Seem 
High in a Few Years.

‘GATHERED IT IN 20 YEARS 


Decided in 15 Minutes to Dispose of 
$1,729,462 Collection, He Says, 
Because of Anxiety Over It. 


The demand for rare books and 
menuscripts is increasing to such an 
extent that the prices paid at the 
recent auction sale of the library of 
Jérome Kern, composer, at the An 
derson Galleries, will not seem high 
after a few years, Mr. Kern believes. 
The auction of Mr. Kern’s library 


brought $1,729,462, one of the highest 
totals. ever reached by a book sale. 

How he collected the books, why 
he sold’ them, and what he thought 
about the high prices they brought 
were discussed by Mr. Kern in an in- 
terv iew yesterday. 

“The library was built up from a 
small beginning in less than twenty 
years, Mr. Kern said. The first items 
he collected were signatures of com- 
posers cut from letters. These grad- 
ually developed in him a desire for 
things of greater association in- 
terest—entire letters and volumes of 
sentimental value. His ‘interest in 
book and manuscript collecting was 
aided and abetted, he said, by his 
collaborator in ‘musical comedy, 
Harry B. Smith, who had assembled 
a library of fine association books. 


Haunted Old Books Shops. 


In the early days of his collecting, 
Mr. Kern said, he used to fre- 
quent second-hand book shops in 
Fourth Avenue and in Forty-second 
Street, now long since moved else- 
where, and when in London used to 
haunt the same kind of shops in 
Charing Cross Road. The first vol- 
ume he bought cost about $40, Mr. 
Kern said, and the last about $40,000. 
Neither of these, he said, had he 
been willing to include in the sale 
and would not disclose their titles. 
Nor had he sold any volumes present- 
ed to him. 

“‘The determination to sell my 
books came suddenly,’”’ Mr. Kern 
said..‘‘I made the ecision within 
tifteen minutes. I felt that the li- 
brary I had built up was beyond my 
mode of life. It was too important a 
collection for me to maintain ana 
hope to increase, and it became a 
source of anxiety. I never had it un- 
der lock and key. The books were 
never in strong boxes. They were 
like friends whom I wanted always 
about me 

“Even during my protracted ab- 
#ences from home I had to keep my 
whole household going in order to 
prptect the books, the value of any 
one of which might have been de- 
stroyed or greatly reduced by even 3 
slight accident. And my anxiety 
would have been increased if I had 
realized that on one mantel alone I 
had drawings from Dickens’s books 
worth some $30,000. 

“T never thought much.- about 
money. value when buying books, 
Mr. Kern said. ‘I set out to collect 
aJibrary of distinguished volumes of 
association and sentimental interest. 
For many of the volumes it was said 
that I had paid excessive, even ri- 
diculously high: prices. I was always 
willing to pay for what I wanted. 
Now it is said that prices paid for 
these same volumes at the auction 
were high, but in a few years I be- 
lieve they will not seem so. KEiver 
since the printing press was invented, 
the prices of rare and fine books have 
been going up. The ey is always 
decreasing, and the number of col- 
lectots is always broadening. 


Carried Away, Paid Too Much. 
“In some cases, however,” Mr. 
Kern continued, ‘‘when I was carried 
away by personal enthusiasm, I paid 
more for volumes than they realized

Cowboys Show Heroism. 


|. There came also the story of hero- 
‘ism and suffering by Salmon -River 


cowboys and -stockmen who. pushed 
through snowdrifts ten: feet deep to 
take an 11-year-old girl to a surgeon. 

Marcia Arama, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Arama, a stockman livin 
in the Salmon River country sou 
of Lewiston, was stricken with acute 
appendicitis Thursday morning. The 
nearest surgeon was at Cottonwood, 
Idaho, 30 miles away. Aram started 
with his daughter in a covered sleigh. 
They battled through a blizzard all 
day but were forced to turn back. 

Phe father then telephoned to his 
friends living in the sparsely settled 
mountain country. They responded 
on horseback, gathering all available 
horses, and brought them along. 

With cowboys forcing the horses 
ahead of them, a start was made 
again Friday morning. The cow- 
boys drove the animals through the 
snow, ten feet deep. Progress was 
slow, almost Py inches at times, but 
near nightfall the caravan reached a 
more sheltered road in Rice Creek 
Valley, where a fresh relay of horses 
sent from Cottonwood awaited it. 
Late last night Cottonwood was 
reached and the girl was operated 
on this morning. It was believed 
that she would recover. 


Fliers Tell of Sufferings. 


The passengers of the marooned 
plane, L. ‘J. Pfleuger of San Fran- 
cisco and A. P. Ames of Camden, 
Me., had sufficiently recovered to 
make preparations to start tonight 
for San. Francisco and Denver, re- 
spectively. 

Pfleuger said the timely arrival in 
Secret Pass, 30 miles: from Elko, of 
a party of farmers led by August 
Rohrer, forest ranger, saved them 
from, freezing to death. When the 
rescuers reached them they were 
overcome by hunger. and their 
mouths were almost frozen from eat- 
| ing snow to quench their thirst.” 

He related that the storm suddenly 
ceased for.a moment and Barber 
saw Secret Pass below. 

‘‘Barber circled and headed for the 
cpening ‘in the mountains,’’. Pfleuger 
went on. ‘Then came a’ deafening 
‘crash. The plane had struck the 
i side of the Pass. Mr. Ames and I 
were hurled against the sides of the 
i fuselage and Barber was: thrown 
against the front of the cockpit and 
feil back unconscious. I was stunned 
for a minute and so was Ames. 
When I. revived I heard. Barber 
moaning above the roar of the wind. 
It was a long time before Ames and 
I -were able to climb out of the 
fuselage. We discovered that the 
engine had fallen clear out of the 
plane and that the crash had wiped 
away the landing gear.-: 


Airplane Drops Blankets. 


*‘T. don’t know. how long it was un- 
til we saw an airplane hovering over 


us and then later they dropped some 
blankets and food, but we didn’t 
get them. The snow was piled so 
high. around the plane that we 
couldn’t get out of the cabin: again. 
It was noon, Thursday, when we hit 
the side of the mountain. It was 
Friday at 3 P. M. when the first 
plane circled over the Pass. It came 
back about 8 o’clock and dropped 
the food' and blankets. Later that 
night the plane came again and 
started to drop flares.. A few hours 
later the rescue party reached the 
Pass. 

‘“‘We were so stiff and cold they 
had to lift us from the plane. It 
had taken them six hours to mush 
through seven feet of snow for six 
miles to get to us. They. were so 
exhausted and cold that they could 
hardly help us. There were eight 
men in the party and they had ten 
horses. They built a big fire and 
carried Barber near it.and put him 
on some blankets. He was uncon- 
scious, but when the warmth of the 
fire reached him he began to revive. 
We had some hot coffee, but the 
sandwiches the rescue party brought 
were frozen stiff and we couldn’t 
e 








at them. 

“Finally, when the men who came 
for us had rested, they put Barber 
on a horse and we started out of 
the Pass. It took us six hours to 
get to the Christensen ranch. We 
reached the ranch Saturday at 8 
A. M. We stayed there a few hours 
and then went five miles on a sled 
to a point on the road, where an 
automobile was waiting.’’

BANKRUPTCY CAUSES 
SOUGHT IN SURVEY 


Commerce Department Will 
Study Records of Failing Firms 
to Find Remedy. 


EXPERTS WILL COOPERATE 


Trade Bodies and Yale-Law Faculty 
Will Aid in Tracing Effects Upon 
Whole Business Structure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—A scien- 
tific’ analysis of the records of bank- 
rupt firms will be undertaken by the 
Department of Commerce, Secretary 
White announced today, to deter- 
mine the fundamental causes in an 
effort to lessen the number of com- 
mercial failures. ie 

A wide range‘ of firms and business 
associations throughout the country 
has advocated the proposed investi- 
gation, Mr. White said, and private 
specialists in bankruptcy and retail 
credit, including the Yale: Law 
School faculty, will cooperate. 

The preliminary work will be part 
of the special grocery: study now 
being conducted in_Louisville, Ky., 
which has revealed that out of 1,200 
retail outlets in the city one grocery 
store a day finds it necessary to 
close its doors, while it also appears 
that thirty-two new stores start in 
business each. month. 

‘*Beyond the losses of the bankrupt 
merchants themselves,’’ the Depart- 


ment-of Commerce statement said, 
“it is estimated that as a result of 
failures the losses of wholesalers 
and owners of real estate in Louis- 
ville run’ into many thousands of 
dollars each month. 

“Furthermore, every ‘failure in- 

variably contributes to a chain of 
ecenomic difficulties: applying to all 
elements. Even the consumer has to 
help carry the-burden in the form of 
Winhes prices for the products he 
buys. 
“Statistics are now available on the 
number of bankruptcies, their nature 
—that -is, farmers, wage earners, 
manufacturers, professional men, 
&c.; assets: and liabilities; distribu- 
tion of assets among. creditors, and 
similar information. 

“The department’s plan contem- 
plates a study of the causes of the 
failures in much greater detail than 
ever before attempted. It will be 
concentrated particularly .on such 
factors as original financial struc- 
ture, relation of investment to the 
size of the business, correlated with 
inventories and other pertinent facts 
bearing on fundamental weaknesses. 

“Diagnoses of ‘individual cases, it 
is believed, will furnish not only im- 
portant data concerning the princi- 
pal causes of ‘failure, but also the 
contributing factor.’’ ‘ 

For several months the department, 
with the-cooperation of the National 
Retail Credit Association, has been 
conducting a nation-wide credit sur- 
vey covering .credit methods and 
practices of going concerns. The new 
study will extend to concerns which 
have stopped or are experiencing se- 
rious difficulties. 

Secretary: Whiting said that all the 
information obtained would be held 
strictly confidential as to the iden- 
tity of the firms or individuals ex- 
amined, but that the results of the 
investigation would eventually be 
published for the benefit of Ameri- 
can business as a whole.

The B..M. T., it was ‘reported, will 
take advantage of these conferences 
to insist upon protection against 
being left to operate a money-losing 
street railway svstem after parting 
with its rapid transit lines. Bus 
franchises will be the form of pro-

The acquisition of B. M. T. rapid 
transit lines, exclusive of all its sur-

Last Summer when Mr. Undermyer’s 
bill seeking legislative approval of 
his plan was sent to Albany it was 
understood that it had the approval 
of the B. M. T. and that the com- 
pany had. agreed to that . feature 
which. excluded all surface lines. 

Deemed a Settled Policy. 

Subsequentlly numerous conferences 
were held among B. M. T. represen- 
tatives, Cahirman John H. Delaney 


of the Board of Transportation and 
Mr. Untermyer, at which the exclu- 
sion of the surface lines was. consid- 
ered one of the settled policies. At 
these conferences it was agreed that 
the city should take-over the B. M 
T.- elevated lines, but to date no 
agreement has been reached on the 
price to be paid. 


B. M. T.’s agreement with the Equi- 
table Coach Company for a Brooklyn 
and Queens merger got under way 
after Mr. Untermyer was stricken 
with an illness that kept him out of 
the situation. Mr. Untermyer left

Unless business picks up in the 
next week, the eight taxicab stands 
established by Police Commissioner 
Whalen to still the protests of hotel 
men, who said service was inade- 
quate under the new rules against 
cruising..cabs, will’ be abolished, it 
was learned yesterday.

by the United Neighborhood Houses . 
in a letter sent by Henry ‘Bruere, 
president, to Governor Roosevelt. 
The letter asked specifically that the 
amendment should stipulate that the 
“railroad” type of old law tenement, | 
built before 1879, must be. altered 
to comply with this requirement or 
be, destroyed, and that such a pro- 
vision should be included in any. gen- 
eral revision of the ‘tenement house 
law. 

“There can be no question - that 
the occupancy of rooms which have 
no outlet ‘to the outer air is a men- 
ace to public health,” the letter read. 
“There are mothers who never see 
the daylight except -on the brief oc- 
casions when their duties call them 
outside the home to shop or perhaps 
to go to church.. They work all day 
py artificial light. This is bad.enougnh,. 
but to continue to permit whole fam- 
ilies to sleep in rooms that have no 
direct ventilation, and which were 
recognized as unfit in 1900, is un- 
worthy of a modern State. 

“The occupants of old law tene- 
ment houses are the worst sufferers 
from inadequate fire protection. Al- 
most daily there is an account in 
the newspapers of a fire in some old 
tenement house, with attendant acci- 
dents and loss of life. Old law tene- 
ments with stairways of combustible 
material and halls‘surrounded by in- 
flammable partitions, and which 
have dangerous fire escapes with 
vertical ladders, still threaten thou- 
sands of people. 

“We specifically believe that the 
only way in which progress can be 
made is to require that within a 
reasonable time, we suggest Jan. 1, 
19385—the occupancy of a room in. 
any tenement that does not have a 
window opening directly to the outer 
air, should be prohibited, The rail- 
road type of old law tenement, built 
before 1879, in which each apartment 
contains from one to: three rooms 
without windows to the outer air, 
was pag ty ket as being. unfit for 
human habitation in 1900; to say the 
least, it is still further below stand- 
ard in 1929, 

‘“‘We have suggested the practical 
amendment .of, the law which will 
bring this change about and which 
would require that tenements of this 
type be brought up to the standard 
by the necessary alterations or de- 
struction. These are details upon 
which an agreement can be reached 
with the commission, but we desire 
to emphasize. the necessity of limit- 
ing the permission to occupy unfit 
rooms to a definite period of time. 

“Tt will be argued that such action 
would be confiscatory of property 
values. This is not true, he. capi- 
tal cost of these old houses has long 
since been amortized. The interests 
of their owners have: been’ too lon 
protected at the expense of the righ 
to health and to life itself, of gener- 
ations of helpless te ts. Quanti- 
tatively also, this involves no serious 
problem. There are alréady almost 
twice as Many vacant apartments as 
there are families who.would be af- 
fected were these old houses declared 
unfit for human habitation. It will 
be. argued: that without a progrdm 
of replacement, no program of-elimi- 
nation or of slum clearance. can go 
forward. In view.of the f es indi- 
cating the vacancies, both old and 
new law tenements, we do not be- 
lieve that this condition obtains at 
the present time, and by eng ee 
limit for compliance as’ far ahead 
as 1935, there is sufficient time for 
adjustment.”’ ‘ j :

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SURVIVAL OF SOUL 
IRV AD AS “GAMBLE? 


At the Least There Is a Good 
Chance of Life After Death, 
Says Dr. B. t. Bell. 


HE SCORES MATERIALISM 


Asserts He Mafvels | at Faith ‘ of 
Those Who Do. Not Believe 
in: Immortality. 


There is a “gambler’s chance” that 
the soul continues its existence after 
death, according to the Rey. Dr. Ber- 
nard Iddings Bell, warden of St. 
Stephen’s College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, who, in his sermon yesterday 
morning at the Episcopal Cathedral 
of St..John the Divine, said that he 
was putting it in the lowest terms. 
He. continued: 

“And there is no chance at all of 
anything else surviving except the 
inner soul. On a-basis of. material- 
ism, on a-basis. of non-survival of the 
soul,,man has no chance whatever. 
The dice are loaded. The cards are 
stacked. When a man,says that he 
heleives in this life, lived apart from 
the next and for its own sake, Y 
always marvel at such miraculous 
faith. My faith in a future life, just 
possibly,, may not have on its side 
arguments irrefutable to the doubter, 
but such a man’s faith in this life is 
absolutely te 9 2 all the evi- 
dence there is. Life literally is not 
worth the living unless we have the 
courage to face death and the wit to 
look beyond it 

*“*We moder. p-cple are to an ex- 
trao By dco-te here pe — 
death. a conspiracy of silence 
and pretense we attempt to forget its 
inevitability. We make our funerals 
as much unlike funerals as possible. 
We even dress up our dead as though 
they were alive and put them in re- 
ceptacles as unlike coffins and as 
much like couches as possible. I 
have even seen the faces of corpses 
rouged. All this is macabre, morbid, 
indecent. 

‘“*People are forgotten mostly before 
their bones have rotted. Worse might 
have happened. They might have 
been ridiculed by John. Erskine or 
have been given a post mortem 
psycho-analysis by a Woodward or a 
Lytton Strachey. Oblivion is the 
happy lot of most reputations. Power 
and authority over men are dust and 
ashes. Even the captains and the 
kings depart. 

“Phere are four human activities 
which feed the soul, which give 
something which death cannot de- 
stroy. One is the pursuit of truth, 
recognizing that truth is not a lot of 
facts but the ——s behind 8 
facts. The second is the attempt to 
create beauty. Every time we make 
a beautiful thing, no matter how 
small or humble it may be, there is 
an enrichment beyond death. The 
third is the venture of love, love born 
of compassionate desire to give that 
some ohe else may have, suffer that 
some. one else may be happy, die that 
Seca cis ialcs, whereby ws 
oO e four is re. m, 
find in the Supreme Person the truth, 
and the artist, and the lover.’’ 


WISE SAYS CENSORSHIP 
SHACKLES THE MIND 


Rabbi, Denouncing “Guardians of 
Public Morals,” Upholds 
“Right to Be Wrong.” 


Censorship, especially the suppres- 
sion of literary works, is one of the 
greatest evils which imprison the 
truth within narrow limits and 
shackle the thinking of the indi- 
vidual mind, according to the Rev. 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, who preached 
yesterday morning at the Free Syna- 
gogue in Carnegie Hall. Rabbi Wise 
denounced the so-called *‘guardians 
of public morals” as persons who 
aim to prevent the spread of know- 
ledge, rather than to preserve the 
purity of current literature. 

“Every person has the right to be 
wrong, think: wrong and do wrong 
so long’ as’ he does not harm th 
tg ore ay him,’’ he declared. ‘‘It 
s his right, therefore, to read and 
interpret the thoughts of other 
people in order to arrive at the ulti- 
mate truth. This wretched business 
of censorship has grown out of the 
desire of self-appointed guardians to 
choose for the public only such 
literary works as they deem fit for 
reading. Let us be done with these 
spare of morals who are more 
nterested in preventi the spread 
of knowledge than in holding back 
evils. It is better that the mind 
endure the foulest sewage of litera- 
ture than to be fenced in on all 
sides by the choices of others.’’ 

Truth must be possessed instead of 
guarded, he asserted. No matter 
whether the theories of Darwin and 
Huxley are right or wrong, he added, 
they still remain factors in finding 
out what is really true, and legisla- 
tion against them removes a defi- 
nite source of thought toward the 
correct interpretation of the Bible. 


ASK AID FOR INDIA MISSION. 


Workers Seek to Broaden Scope of 
Church Endeavors There. 


A plea to broaden the scope of 
the church’s work in India was made 
yesterday morning in the Lutheran 
Church of the Advent, Broadway and 
Ninety-third Street, by the Misses 
Agatha Tatge and Maida Meissner, 
members of the congregation now 
on furlough here from missionary 
duties in the Madras presidency. 
They told how missions were help- 
ing to age ag life in India and how 
missionaries were being handicapped 
in their work by the inadequacy of 
financial support on the part of the 
churches at home. 

Miss Meissner, who is a medical 
missionary, said the Christian mis- 
sions had done much to free India 
of filth and disease. Asserting that 
the country presented a fertile field 
for an endeavor, she said:

Wicks Links Unrest of Youth 
To Lack of Hard Tasks in Life 


It is the duty of parents to help 
overcome the restlessness of the 
younger generation by finding for 
their children some natural inter- 
est in something that the world 
needs, the Rev. Dr. Robert R. 
Wicks, dean of the chapel of 
Princeton University, said yester- 
day morning in his sermon at the 
Park Avenue Baptist Church. 
Half of the restlessness and bore- 
dom of the younger generation, 
he declared, is the fault of par- 
ents who think they can cure that 
restlessness simply by giving their 
children more privileges. 

“America seems to be trying to 
take out of life everything that is 
hard,” Dr. Wicks said, ‘‘but the 
instinct to do what is hard is fun- 
damental, and, no matter how 
much we try to get rid of it, we 
cannot eliminate it. It is the 
driving force behind all human 
achievement, and unless you sat- 
isfy it you will not satisfy men, 
no matter how easy you make 
life.”’

ENNOBLES THINKING 


Dr. Bowie Finds Value in Its 
Effort to Understand Infinite 
Purpose of Life. 


HOLDS IT SOURCE OF POWER 


He Asserts Man Achieves the Best 
He Believes In Through the 
Strength It Gives Him. 


The Rev. Dr. W. Russell Bowie, 
rector of Grace Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Broadway and Tenth Street, 
in his sermon yesterday morning dis- 
cussed the value of religion and 
asked why the world wants it. 

‘Because it ennobles our thinking 
through the effort to understand the 
infinite purpose which interprets the 
meaning of our existence,’’ he said, 
answering this question.

‘“‘Because in those. critical tests, 
when our own strength might fail 
before great difficulties and when 
we are tempted to question, ‘What’s 
the use?’ religion gives us again that 
sense of alliance of a greater power 
in whose strength the best we be- 
lieve in and the best we strive for 
will win through, 

*“Such is at least a part of the 
meani of religion, and, for my 
part, I believe that the supreme way 
of attaining it is through an increas- 
ing effort to understand and to fol- 
low Jesus Christ, Who said, ‘I am 
the way, the truth and the light.’ ”’ 


DECLARES CONSCIENCE 
OFTEN BALKED BY WILL 


Father J: M.: J. Quinn Finds 
Soal’s “Legislative and Executive 
Departments” in Conflict. 


The will was defined as the most 
incorrigible element in human nature 
and the seat of difficulty for one at- 
tempting to follow the dictates of 
conscience by the Rev. Father J. M. 
J. Quinn yesterday morning at St. 


€| Patrick’s Cathedral. 


In explaining the nature of the con- 
science, Father Quinn said that, al- 
though important, alone it was not 
sufficient to insure salvation. 


“The conscience speaks in the se- 
cret chambers of the soul, where 
there is often a conflict between the 
legislative and executive departments 
of the soul,’’ he. said. ‘‘But it by 
itself will not protect one from sin.

‘‘All perfection of character comes 
through exercise, just as the physi- 
cal perfection of the athlete comes 
through exercise. Temptations and 
inclinations to evil are created by the 
Lord to tempt people on the race 
course of life, just as athletes are 
tried and tested.’’ 


EVALUATES NEW DOGMAS. 


The Rev. A. E. Claxton Asserts They 
Are No More True Than Old Ones. 


Modern dogma carries no more in- 
herent truth than ancient dogma, the 
Rev. Allen E. Claxton, assistant pas- 
tor, said in his sermon yesterday at 
the Chelsea Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Fort Washington Avenue 
and 178th Street.

TURNING FROM GOD 


- Fundamental, but That It 
Should Be Modified. 


CALLS THIS VITAL QUESTION 


But Wants Force to Alter Views to 
Come From Within—Opposes 
Outward Compulsion. 


The necessity of modifying the 
popular conception of religion and 
God has reached a point of vital con- 
cern for both scientists and funda- 
mentalists, according to Dr. Stanton 
Coit, president of the Ethical Church, 
London, who occupied the Rev. Dr 
William Guthrie’s pulpit a 
morning at the Episcopal Church of 
St. Mark’s - in - the - Bouwerie, Tenth 
Street and Second Avenue. 

“Our problem is this,’? said Dr. 
Coit, ‘‘must religion dispense with 
God? Bertrand Russell, one of Eng- 


land’s greatest philosophers, is of the! @ 


opinion that we have outgrown re- 
ligion and that a religious attitude 
is indicative of an infantile mental- 
ity. Croce of Italy has expressed the 
game belief. However, this is not a 
matter for philosophers, but is a 
world-wide question. 

“As me has become aduall 
aware of the shackles Old World re- 
ligion has forced upon him, -his at- 
tempts to free himself have come 
about in various ways. The Russians 
tried violence and bloodshed. Eng- 
land. approached the matter more 
gently, but with fully as much de- 
ermination. 


‘“‘When we hear of the Hindus or 
some cult other than our own giving 
bs their ritual and customs, we expe- 
rience a certain feeling of satisfac- 
tion. We should likewise delight in 
the overthrow of an order e and 
unprofitable where we ourselves are 
concerned and welcome a new basis 
for the objectivity of right and 
wrong.”’ 

Dr. Coit spoke of the necessity of 
making changes from within, rather 
than submitting to outward forces. 

“To avoid the doubt and restless- 
ness which such outward forces are 
likely to stir up,’’ he said, ‘‘one 
should learn to arrive at new conclu- 
sions by modifying his old ones. The 
scientist in his laboratory is con- 
stantly modifying his former concep- 
tions and theories. If God were re- 
garded as a factor in human ri- 
ence, as are these matters, neither 
would it be difficult to change a con- 
ception of Him. In the scientist’s re- 
conceptions he never changes his 
raw material. So, as long as we keep 
the raw material of divinity, religion 
can never dispense with God.’’ 


UPHOLDS DECALOGUE 
AS MORAL CODE TODAY 


Rabbi Krass Cites Each: of the 
Commandments as Valid in 
Modern Life. 


_ The Decalogue is as valid now as 
it was in biblical days, the Rev. Dr. 
Nathan Krass_ declared esterday 
morning in his sermon of Temple 
Emanu-El. He applied each of the 
ancient Hebrew laws to modern life 
to show that it remained sound. 

“The laws of God are the same 
as the laws of science,’’ the rabbi 
said, adding that science was con- 
stantly reminding us of the truth 
of the ancient laws. 

“The Bible calls the seventh the 
greatest of all the commandments,”’ 
he said. “It is, ‘Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery,’ and it is of utmost 
importance because the person who 
practices adultery will violate all the 
other laws. 

_“Contrary to the common concep- 
tion,’’ Dr. Krass explained, ‘‘this law 
has little to do with sex and should 
not be confused with libertinism. 
The sex element is important only 
as it signifies the breaking up of 
the home, which the commandments 
are meant to preserve.’’ 

The third commandment, ‘Thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain,’? was considered 
the greatest of all by the ancient 
Hebrew teachers, Dr. Krass assert- 
ed. He interpreted it, as they once 
did, to mean not only swearing but 
living a lie. 

The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals -had its origin in 
the fourth commandment, according 
to Dr. Krass, for even animals are 
entitled to a day of rest. Persons 
should wear better clothes, eat bet- 
ter food, enjoy themselves more and 
worship better on the Sabbath than 
on other days, he said. 

The command, ‘Thou shalt not 
kill,’ is needed today as never be- 
fore, he: said, for, although society 
does not sanction private murders, 
it still believes in ‘‘public slaugh- 
ters’’ in wars. 

“And stealing has not gone out 
of fashion,’’ he continued. ‘‘The oil 
scandal, the Queens sewer theft, 
the fact the accusations have been 
confirmed against high State offi- 
cers, makes it clear that stealing 
goes on in high as well as in low 
places. No, at commandment ig 
not outworn. 

‘The last of the edicts, that on 
covetousness, is not as important as 
the others, but still plays a promi- 
nent part in shaping characters.’ 


DEFENDS JONAH STORY. 


Dr. Straton Cites Scientific Evidence 
to Prove Whale Swallowed Him. 


Whalers and fishermen all the way 
from Greenland to Miami, Fla., were 
cited by the Rev. Dr. John Roach 
Straton, pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church, in his sermon yesterday 
morning in support of the theory 
that a whale is able to swallow a 
man. On the basis of the evidence 
which he presented, Dr. Straton said 
there was no reason to doubt that 
the whale swallowed Jonah, as re- 
corded in the Old Testament, 

Dr. Straton’s defense of the Jonah 
narrative was in the way of an at- 
tack upon Dr. Harry Elmer Barnes, 
who before the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science re- 
cently asserted that a new concep- 
tion of God in the light of science 
must be developed. 

“T have given just a few of these 
scientific and literary citations to 
show that all of the science is not 
on the side of unbelief,’’ said Dr. 
Straton. ‘‘Granting that God had a 
wise and good purpose in bringing 
Jonah through these experiences, 


there is no reason why we should| fl 


not accept the story just as it is. Let 
us come back now, however, to the 
spiritual application of these things— 
that is, to the truth that whatever 
this rience was, to Jonah it was 
hell. ere is no Message more 
needed in modern preaching than thc 
warning concerning judgment and 
eternal suffering in hell for those 
who disobey God and walk in sin.”

‘Tf we have been goose-stepping in 
the Church as Upton Sinclair says 
we have in the schools, then there 
is no reason for its existence,’”? said 
the Rev. Ernest Caldecott of the 
First Unitarian Society of Schenec- 


*i tady, N. Y., yesterday morning in 


his sermon, ‘‘My Idea of a Church,”’ 
at the West Side Unitarian Church, 
550 West 110th Street. 

The potentialities of the Church, 
as outlined by Mr. Caldecott, are as 

hospital; as a gymnasium; as a 
research laboratory, and as an ex- 
perimental station. In explaining 
this concept, he said: 

“No one except a. minister knows 
the heartaches of human beings as 
well as does the doctor of medicine. 
Not infrequently does the doctor find 


Yi} himself unable to cope with ills of 


the spirit. The Church must care 
for those spiritually sick. Intelligent 
people who have spiritual problems, 
not metaphysical problems, but those 
of human relationships, have the 
tendency to bear their burdens alone. 
They need that hospital—the Church. 
To meet the situation, we need a 
new technique. Psychiatry in the 
medical profession is the most hope- 
ful means now, but I see the Church, 
as. a hospital.’’ 

“We can learn the laws of spiritual 
oma pe Mr. Caldecott con- 
inued. *‘We can so learn to work 
that we have energy for other ac- 
tivities. We should find neither se- 
nility nor moroseness in church, but 
mental and spiritual stimulation.”’ 

‘In business,’’ he continued, ‘‘it is 
realized that research is highly de- 
sirable. The most important man to- 
day is the research man. No one in 
business believes that progress has 
come to an end. Surely we need re- 
search just as much in the business 
of life’s meaning. Religion needs not 
just teachers of things past, but 
trail-blazers, path finders.’’ , 

‘‘But after the research worker has 
given the. results of his labor,’’ he 
said, going on to his last qualifica- 
tion for a perfect CHurch, ‘‘experi- 
ments must be done to see if they 
will really work. Let us establish a 
laboratory and see if we cannot be 
more forgiving and more magnani- 
mous. And if we can’t do it here, 
we certainly can’t do it in business.’’ 

In conclusion Mr. Caldecott said, 
“I look ahead. I do not worship my 
dead ancestors, but my unborn 
grandchildren. I wonder if the time 
is not ripe for us to: take the next 
step? Here is a program for the 
churches today: Let us not say these 
things will not work until we have 
given them a fair trial.’’ 


MAN ONLY EVIDENCE 
OF GOD, SAYS POTTER 


Declares There Is No Proof That 
Deity Exists Elsewhere—F avors 
a New Conception. 


The Rev. Charles Francis Poiter, 
in his sermon yesterday morning at 
the Church of the Divine Paternity, 
Central Park West and Seventy- 
sixth Streets, asserted that it was 
becoming ‘‘perfectly obvious even to 
orthodox persons that the old idea 


of God is no longer tenable and that 
we must build up a new conception.” 

‘“‘When the old theology says that 
God created man in His own image, 
and when the new theology says that 
man has created God in his own 
image, they are both, like the Six 
Men of Indostan, partly in the right 
and ly in the wrong. 

“The men who thought that God 
created man out of the dust of the 
earth had really created that sort of 
God themselves in their'own minds. 
And they had been created by a 
greater God than they had ever 
dreamed of. 

**Whether God created man or not, 
man himself is God’s agent of crea- 
tion now. All that came before man 
was only preparation for man. 
Those who say that they see no sign 
of a creator in the universe forget 
that man is in the universe and is 
creating much. The great purpose 
is evident in man at his best. 

‘Indeed, it is not irreverent to say 
that God cannot get along without 
man, for the only evidence of God 
is man himself. We have no proof 
that God exists anywhere else. Man 
is imperfect and incomplete, but the 
best men, like Jesus and Buddha, are 
our best testimony to the existence 
of God. And creation, as far as 
we can judge, is now up to man. 
He must determine the future. We 
are workers together with God in the 
sense that God’s purpose must be 
worked out through us.” 


TELLS CHURCH UNITY PLAN. 


Dr. Gates Says Sects Must Return 
to Basis in New Testament. 


The only way to obtain unity among 
the 400 or 500 separate religious de- 
nominations is for them all to go 
back to their one common basis as 
found in the teachings and doctrines 
of the original Church in the New 
Testament, the Rev. Dr. Milo H. 
Gates, vicar of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Chapel of the Intercession, 
Broadway and 155th Street, said in 
his sermon yesterday morning.

TELLS OF MUCH SUFFERING 


Holds Theological Doctrine Has 
Been “Terrible Beyond Words”— 
Urges New Christian Theory. 


The whole theological scheme of 
historic Christianity has rested on 
the error that pain is punishment for 
sin, said the Rev. Dr. Minot Simons, 
pastor of All Souls Unitarian Church, 
Fourth Avenue and Twentieth 
Street, in his sermon yesterday. 


“Tt ought never to occur to us to- 
day that pain is punishment,” he 
said. ‘There should be in our minds 


no slightest connection between pain | par: 


and retribution. We should never 
say ‘What have I done that I should 
suffer so? Why am I singled out?’ 
No one is singled out. We are all in 
the great human family and the laws 
of life are fixed for the whole fam- 
ily, indeed, for the whole sentiént 
family. The mystery of pain is never 
an indivdual mystery, but is one of 
humanity’s mysteries. ; 

. “There is a world of difference be- 
tween the theological and the scien- 
tific doctrines of pain in their influ- 
ence upon our theories of life. The 
theological doctrine has been ter- 
rible beyond words in its own inflic- 
tion of m upon human bodies and 
souls. hastly sufferings have been 
inflicted upon human in all 
the world’s history in order to pla- 
cate supernatural powers. We are 
told in noble literature of the sacri- 
fice of Jephthah’s daughter and of 
the sacrifice of Iphigenia, but the 
ghastly infliction of pain is slurred 
over. However, it is there, and it is 
there in all the world. Pain has been 
assumed to be a punishment for sin 
and pain has been inflicted upon the 
innocent in order to lift a supposed 
burden of t. 

“The burden of the mystery of 
pain has been more than doubled by 
the pain- which men have inflicted 
upon each other, and very largely 
from this mistaken theological doc- 
trine. The whole theological scheme 
of historic Christianity has rested on 
this error. Man is supposed to be at 
enmity God because of the sin 
in the Garden of Eden. He must 
suffer punishment. The Divine Jus- 
tice is eo to be satisfied only 
by the infliction of pain. Multitudes 
of Christian people certainly need a 
new Christian idea of God and a new 
scientific conception of life.’’

Dr. Spencer Asserts That Sapport 
Should Be Demanded as Its 
Right Under Law. 


The Church is not a charity and is 
fully entitled to demanding financial 
support, the Rev. Dr. Paul Mansfield 
Spericer, pastor of the Church of the 


Strangers, undenominational church 
at 309 West Fifty-seventh Street, said 
in his sermon there yesterday. 

“There is just one commandment 
we don’t like to talk about—one com-

RISKS LIFE FOR BANJO | 
IN BLAZING DANCE HALL 


Musician Saves Instrament and Is 
Carried From the Building as 
Brooklyn Crowds Look On. 


Albert Morrison risked his life for 
his banjo last night when fire swept 
through the Rosemont Dance Hall 


at 532 Fulton Street, Brooklyn. He 
saved the banjo and firemen carried 
him down a ladder to safety from 
a ledge .on which he had been 
trapped, while several thousand spec- 
tators look ed on. 

Morrison and half a dozen other 
musicians with about three couples 
were the only persons in the dance 
hall on the second floor of the build- 
ing when the fire was discovered in 
the rear. The flames, of undeter- 
mined origin, quickly spread amon 
the decorations. There was a rus 
for the stairs. 

The banjo player went to the 
street with the others. When he 
arrived there breathless, he remem- 
bered his banjo. A crowd had al- 
ready begun to assemble. There 
were cries of alarm as Morrison 
dashed back into the smoky build- 


ing 

Up the stairs he sped. He groped 
his way through the dance hall, lo- 
cated the instrument, and when he 
started to retreat he found him- 
self cut off by the smoke. Out to 
a ledge over the street he made his 
way. The crowd saw him framed 
by the smoke-filled window, holding 
a tight grasp on the banjo. There 
were yells for him to wait, that the 
firemen were coming. When the 
firemen carried Morrison down a 
ladder he was still holding the banjo 
and none the worse for his ex- 
perience. 

The fire-fighters mounted the Ful- 
ton Street elevated structure to pour 
streams of water in through win- 
dows. Traffic in the neighborhood 
was tied up by the throng, and be- 
cause of parked automobiles the fire 
apparatus had difficulty in getting 
to the hydrants. The damage was 
estimated at $10,000. 


SCORES EMBASSY LIQUOR. 


Head of Enforcement Body Asks 
Law to Stop “‘Leaks.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (*.—The 
contention that legislation should be 
provided to protect the country from 
the diversion of diplomatic liquor 
into the bootleg trade wes voiced to- 
day by Clinton N. Howard of Roches- 
ter, N.. Y., chairman of the national 
united committee for law enforce- 
ment, 

Sneaking at a mass meeting in 
which twenty-six churches partici- 
pated, Mr. Howard declared that 
“there is no reason in the world why 
any foreign property should enjoy an 
immunity from the laws of our coun- 
try, or why the Constitution of the 
United States should not be in force 
on every foot of soil under the Amer- 
ican flag.’’ ; 

“The leak in the foreign embassies 
has become a national scandal,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘and the time has come to 
make the demand that no foreign 
flag should protect a speakeasy on 
American soil, or that the liquors in- 
tended for personal us2 cf foreign 
consulates should be allowed to leak 
to the bootleg trade.’’ 

Mr. Howard said that ‘“‘Congress 
should limit the privilege to a 
reasonable amount of intoxicants 
and provide that it must be con- 
sumed upon the embassy premises.”’ 

Other speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded Representatives Sproul, Re- 
publican of Kansas, and Fletcher, 
Democrat, of Ohio.

Fighting against constant heckling 
which threw the audience into up- 
roar at times, Victor M. Chernoff, 
former leader of the Russian Social- 
ist-Revolutionary party, in his first 
public address in this country, last 
night told an audience of 3,000 So- 
cialists in the Manhattan Opera 
House that the Soviet régime is pass- 


547.14|ing through a serious economic and 
98 | political crisis, which is bound to 


bring about fundamental changes in 
the character of the Rusian Govern- 
ment in the near future. 

- Hardly had ‘the es -wecre —— 
on the platform to begin his talk, 
when catcalls and boos from Bol- 
shevist sympathizers throughout the 
house rent the air. The disturbances 
were particularly strong in the gal- 
lery, where the uproar 
more than five minutes before po- 
licemen subdued the disturbers. 
About two dozen men and women 
had to be ejected from the hall be- 
fore the plea voice of the chair- 
man calling, ‘‘Please, please remem- 
ber this is not Moseow—this is Amer- 
ica, thank ,’? quieted the audi- 
ence sufficiently to make Mr. Cher- 
noff’s words heard. 


Police Prepared for Outbreak. 


Mr. Chernoff’s anti-Bolshevist views 
had been expected to cause a dis- 
turbance : among Bolshevist -sympa- 
thizers and the police were prepared 
for an outbreak of protests. 

Mr. Chernoff took a leading part 
in the overthrow of the Czarist ré- 
gime in 1917. He was for a time 
Minister of Agriculture in the Keren- 
sky government and later was Presi-. 
dent of the All-Russian Constituent 
Assembly. 

“These changes may come about 
in an evolution manner or they 
may be forced by new catastro- 

hies,’’ Mr. Chernoff said.. ‘‘It' is to 

hoped that the more’ moderate 
faction in the Soviet organization, 
the faction headed by Rykoff and 

Kalinin, will gain the upper hand 
over Stalin and finally make. possi- 
ble the adoption of an evolutionary 
course. The alternative to that must 
be another upheaval.’’ 

Mr. Chernoff ‘said that row efforts 
by the exiled Trotsky. to return to 
power were doomed to failure. 

“His return would lead to serious 
disturbances in the Soviet ranks,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Trotsky represents the so- 
called Romantic period of the Bol- 
shevist régime, and he seeks to re- 
turn to the days of mili com- 
munism, which the Soviet -Govern- 
ment was forced to abandon with the 
introduction of the New Economic 
Policy. All that he says and — 
to do is out of keeping with the 
found changes that have taken 
in Russia in the t decade.

“‘As for my own party, we are will- 
ing to support

measures that may appear bo arog st 
if the Communist dictatorship 
sists in its present ra. of exp: olt- 
ing the peasants, ———ae the 
workers and keepin ussia in a 
state of economic and political stag- 
nation.’ : 

He explained that there was no 
chance for the return of a monarchy 
in Russia, but that the Russian peo- 
ple ‘‘in one way or another, through 
evolution or if need be through 
revolution, will in the end bring 
about the establishment of a demo- 
cratic régime.”’ 

‘“‘We are fighting for the democra- 
tization of the Russian ay oer 
——. the equalization of li- 

al rights of the peasantry the 
workers, against the blockade. 
against intervention, against. 
military adventures,” he continued. 
*‘We demand the restoration of nor- 
mal relations with the outside world, 
for sound cooperation peewee agri- 
culture and industry, for an estab- 
lishment of a voluntary, democratic 
federation of all nationals inhabiting 
Russia.’’

While the ‘persistently low 
level of sterling had prepared - the 
market for gold exports to the 
United States the actual resumption 
of shipments aggravated misgivings 
because of the fact that American 
bankers were not content with buy- 
ing gold in the open market, but | 
took large quantities from the Bank 
of England, which supplied two- 
thirds of this week’s shipments .of 
£1,500,000. 

The position of the Bank of Eng- 
land regarding its banking reserve 
is satisfactory enough, but it fails 
to inspire any degree of real. confi- 
dence in. the near-future, nor does 


in the bank rate in the. event. of 
continued drain of.gold to America. 
Erroneous Views of Bank’s Attitude. 


Cables from New York refer to 
Wall Street’s opinion that an ad- 
vance in the bank rate will be avoid- 
ed, owing to the recent marked im- 
provement in the Bank of England’s 
metallic reserves.. This view about 
the Bank’s gold reserves, however, 
is entirely erroneous, and Wall 
Street appears to. be confusing the 
Bank’s ordinary reserye and its gold 
reserve. It is perfectly true that 
the reserve in the, banking depart- 
ment shows great improvement com- 
pared with the end of last year; the 
figure is nearly £58,000,000, which is 
approximately £82,000,000. higher 
than the end-of-the-year total, and 
it is the highest since September, 
last year, when it reached the post- 
‘war record of £62,000,000. 

This improvement, however, has 
still been due to contraction in the 
note circulation and not to any in- 
crease in gold holdings. As a; mat- 
ter of fact, the present gold reserve 
of £153,342,962 is £724,812 less than at 
the end of 1928. The ratio of the 
Bank’s ordinary reserve to liabilities 
has risen since the beginning of the 
year from 21.5 per cent to 50.3 per 
cent, but the ratio a on holdings 
has.declined from 37.24 to 37.12 per 


cent, but not because of the gold 
reserve. 


Money Market’s Anxiety. 
Compared with a year ago gold 
holdings show a decline of £2,859,- 
991, and there is added the unsatis- 
factory fact that whereas a year ago} 


gold was beginning to flow in it is; 
now not only going out but presents 
little immediate prospect of any turn 
in the tide. It is the position in re- 
gard to the bank’s gold reserves and 
not its banking reserve which is 
causing the most concern in the City 
and arousing fear as to the Bank’s 
— to prevent a rise in the bank 
rate. ‘ 

In these circumstances sterling is 
being very anxiously watched. 
advance in the money rates in this 
country at the present juncture 
could not fail. to have a detrimental 
effect. Business now seems to be 
taking a turn for the better, but it 
needs encou ment.in the way of 
plentiful and cheap credit.

LONDON, Jan. -25.—Bankers. are 
unanimous in praising the skillful 
handling of the situation by the 
Bank of England during the past dif- 
ficult year.

EASY MONEY WILL CONTINUE 





Paris Market’s Supplies Expected to 
Increase Through Government's 
Debt-Conversion Operations: 


Wireless to "Tap New York Times. 

PARIS, Jan. 25.—The further. in- 
crease in its gold reserve of 274 
million francs reported by the Bank 
of France this ‘week was accom- 
panied by decrease of .420 millions 
‘in its héldings of exchange. The 
conclusion drawn was that the bank 
had sold 146 millions worth of: for- 
eign exchange, apart from the ex- 
change converted into gold. At pres- 
ent the bank’s total holdings of for- 
eign exchange amount to 30,553: mil- 
lion francs, or $1,191,500,000, of which 
it is generally supposed that about 
one-half represents credits in the 
United States. The gold reserve is 
now 33,988 millions, or $1,325,300,000, 
and the two accounts correspond to 
a note circulation of 62,442 millions, 
or $2,435,200,000. The bank’s ratio of 
reserve to liabilities rose during the 
~week from 41.27 to 41.69. 

For several reasons it is believed 
that the ease in money on the Paris 
market will increase. The first rea- 
son is the issue of the consolidation 
loan announced for Feb. 18, the pur- 
pose of which is to convert the exist- 
ing 6 per cent bonds now in the 
hands of the. Caisse d’Amortisse- 
ment and to consolidate a certain 
amount of ‘defense bonds. The new 
bonds will be- redeemable. in forty 
years and will bear interest at 4% 


per cent. The exchange of defense 
bonds for the new bonds will obvi- 
ously not provide fresh money. for 
the market, but that is not true’of 
the consolidation: of the 6 per cents, 
which are redeemable at 600 francs. ; 

The Caisse d’Amortissement will 
make a fairly large cash payment to 
subscribers to the new bonds in_or- 
der to equalize the valuation. Fur- 
thermore,..all old bonds whose hold- 
ers do not wish to make exchange 
will be repaid in full'in cash. The 
issue..will therefore have the result 
of placing at the disposal of the mar- 
‘ket money which the Caisse will 


‘draw from its:account at the Bank 


of France. The same result will’ fol- 
low the purchase of rentes, which 
the Caisse.is authorized to effect on 
the Bourse for redemption of the 
national debt. ee 

Finally, instead of issuing bonds, 
as it usually does at this seas#n when 
fiscal receipts are lower. than pub- 
lic expenditure, the Treasury will 
this year meet requirements through 
drawing on its credit balance at the 
Bank of France, which has now 
reached nearly six and a half 
billions.

In the last few weeks 
indications of a little weakness in 
two or three lines have appeared, It 
has been generally asserted, and not 
seriously doubted, that merchant bar 
business on mill books now is at 1.90 
cents, Pittsburgh, as minimum; that 
shipments on old engagements at 
lower. figures were completed some 
time Yet it is known that sin- 
gle car oads of bars- can - frequently 
be bough at 06 etn eents, and in prac- 
tically on of the past week there has 
been a differential according to ton- 
nage. There have been rumors of 
some weakness in cold rolled strips, 
if not in hot rolled also, but these 
cannot be confirmed. 

The strip mills appear to be in 
stron, ng position, with. shipments. de- 
ferred on new orders. lates are 
weak at 1.90 cents, Pittsburgh, but

Geological conditions which may 
offer an additional source of clay 
needed in large quantities for New 
York building operations have been

pipe pe and face brick. Kiln tests of 
he Catskill deposit are said to show 
similar characteristics from clay 
brought up thirty feet or more. 

“During the last féw years basic 
building. material industries have 
given an increasing amount of at- 

ntion to New York’s future require- 
ments,’”’ Mr. Beals says. ‘‘Compe- 
tition has brought about virtual price 
wars, .several of which are. raging 
now in as many industries. ice 
cutting for desirabie business has 
been ram t. This hag resulted in 
close studies of ways and means ~ 
cut down freight costs, especial] 
those industries Jocated in the 
which have had to meet solapeiitien 
from. Western manufacturers. In 
consequence, variaus industries either 
have established branches along the 
Hudson or in the industrial sections 
in New Jersey at New York tide- 
water, or have moved their head- 
quarters east. 

. Believed. Supply. Inadequate. 
‘‘While the cement and other rock 
mses industries have adjusted 
emselves to. the new conditions in 
‘this respect, the stiff-mud clay prod: 
ucts industry has been handicappe 
because heretofore it bélieved ¢ 
clay suitable for its building prod- 
ucts was not available here in suffi:

This brick is made from 
clays mined in the Hudsen Valley 
on both sides of the river as far 
north as Troy, in the Raritan River 
district in the vicinity of Perth Am- 
boy, Sayrevite and South River, and 
along the Hackensack River, in New 
Jersey. Some also is mined on Sta- 
ten sland, some in the vicinity of 
Farmingdale, I. I., and some in the 
southern part of Connecticut.

Defeat in Senate or Amend- 
ment of Port Proviso. 


ASK NEW YORK RECOGNITION 


Letter to Copeland and Wagner 
Charges Discrimination if Law 
Forces Specified Deliveries. 


Charging discrimination against 
New York as a port of delivery of 
cotton, the Merchants’ Association 
has written to Senators Copeland 
and Wagner protesting against the 
passage of the Vinton bill or de- 
manding that it be amended. The 
bill was ed last -week by the 
House of Representatives. The asso- 
ciation’ 8 letter said: 

“The particular provision in this 
legislation to which the Merchants’ 
Association objects as being discrim- 
.inatery and unfair occurs. in. — 
4, Paragraph G. This paragra 
its original form designate = 
places of delivery for the cotton in 
question, as follows: Charleston, 
Norfolk, Savannah, New Orleans, 
Houston and Galveston. Press re- 
ports state that in addition the 
ciies of Augusta, Memphis,. Little 
Itock and Dallas have been added as 
piaces of delivery. 

“It is unsound, in our judgment, 
to interfere with the ordinary opera- 
tion of economic factors by diréct 
legislation of the character contained 
in Paragraph G, unless abnormal 
conditions warrant such action. Why 
should not the delivery place of the 
cotton in question be left solely. to 
the ate and wishes of the buyer 
and Selle These are the parties 
directly involved in the . transaction 
and their decision as to the delivery 
points of their merchandise should 
te, in our judgment, entirely un- 
hampered and free. The parties to 
the sale know at what point they 
wish their merchandise acivered” 
the cost of transportation to and 
from that point, &c., and their judg- 
ment should be final. 

‘When this measure was debated 
in the House the argument repeat- 
edly advanced was that the Vinton 
bill is designed to do for cotton what 
previous legislation has done for 
grain, so far as trading in futures 
is concerned. That argument does 
not constitute, we believe, a satis- 
factory reason for designating by 
legislation the D congener 4 point at 
wh'-1 merchandise must be deliv- 
ered. To act on this basis of reason- 


ing would mean eventual control of | 4 


all commodities. 

‘Moreover, if delivery points are 
to be nameg the exclusion of New 
York as a place of delivery is, in the 
opinion of this association, distinct- 
ly discriminatory against this port 
and district. Zt is true that Para- 
graph G, following the names of the 
cities above raentioned, contains the 
proviso that the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may, from time to time, as 
he deems advisable, designate other 
places as delivery points. There- 
fore, New York is not actually pro- 


hibited from handling the cotton in| 3, 


question. On the other hand, if it 
is fair to designate by name certain 
cities there is no reason for not 
designating New York, which ‘has 
for many years maintained an ac- 
tive cotton market and has served 
as a storage and delivery point for 
considerable volumes of raw cotton.
